champion Joe Louis. 
“He’s tho only fighter besides 
Galento who tried to take my title 
away from mc,” volunteered the big 
negro. “He really came after me. 
I had to hit him the hardest I ever 
hit a man.” 
The big crow'd in Madison Square 
Garden saw Burman light into Louis 
like he never had heard of him, and 
continue to fight with everything he 
had until a final sickening right un­ 
der Hie heart sent him down in 2:49 
of the filth round. 
Never Moved Backward 
That was about the round that 
generally had been picked for the 
Redhead's exit. but no one had fore­ 
seen the excitement he was to gen­ 
erate before it happened to him. He 
went across to throw’ himself at 
Louis before the sound of the open­ 
ing bell died away, and from there 
until the finish he never took a 
backward step. 
Apparently surprised by the fe­ 
rocity and tenacity of Bumian’s at­ 
tack, Louis fought cooly and cau­ 
tiously, taking many a good wallop 
about the head and body as he 
measured his man and prepared him 
for the kill. 
As usual, there was 
no advance warning in the fifth 
round that the champion was ready 
tc break Red in two. 
Burman, though bleeding from a 
cut over the left eye, still looked 
fresh as he bulled Louis across the 
ring for about the twentieth time 
and the throng of over 18.000 was 
sending up an awful uproar. 
Red 
had won tile previous round cleanly, 
and it had looked like anything 
might happen, 
Blows to Stomach 
Suddenly, the champion whirled, 
put Burman against the ropes and 
almost buried his right glove out 
of sight iii Red s stomach. Burman 
started to double, but managed to 
slip loose and sidle past a neutral 
corner to another side of the ring, 
with Louis right on top of him. 
There was another right to the 
pit of the stomach. 
Then Joe 
tetched the right which he said 
later was the hardest punch he ever 
struck. 
It landed over Burman’s 
heart, and Red crumpled like he 
had been shot. 
In the dressing 
room, he had no recollection of 
lying across the ropes as Referee 
Frankie Fuilam leaned over and 
counted to IO in his ear. 
For all Burman’s brave showing, 
Louis never looked more like a 
great* champion than he did last 
night. At 201 is pounds, his muscles 
rippled under the ring lights, and he 
was fast and sharp. 
To Fight Ikorazta Next 
Louis' only mark of his 13th title 
defense was a small cut under the 
left eye, acused he said by Bur­ 
man’s head in the opening round. 
For all his pleasure at the way Red 
opened up and fought, however, tile 
champion was forced to admit the 
Redhead never hurt him. 
“He fought all he had.” said 
Joe. “That’* all you can ask. a man 
to do, ain’t it?” 
Louis will rest only about a week 
before resuming training for his 
next bout with Gus Dorazio 
Pliiladelphitt February 17.

Your Income Tax 


No. 6 
PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS AND 
C REDIT FOR DEPENDENTS 
Domestic relations enter into the 
m aking of an income tax return. 
This shows itself in the m atter of 
personal exemptions. Too many tax ­ 
payers do not understand who is 
legally tile head of a family, or 
what is a dependent. As a conse­ 
quence, they overpay the govern­ 
m ent by not claiming their proper 
exem ptions and credits. Of course, 
the audit of their returns discloses 
most of these errors, but not all of 
them , due to negligence or lack of 
understanding of the income tax law 
and regulations. 
Care is taken in drafting the in ­ 
structions for filling out the forms 
to make them simple and easily u n ­ 
derstood The taxpayer should study 
these 
instructions 
before 
making 
out his or her return. 
Tile head of a family, as defined 
by tile income tax regulations, is 
one w ho, because of a legal or moral 
obligation, supports and m aintains 
in one household a dependent indi­ 
vidual, or individuals, closely con­ 
nected w it ii him by blood, m arriage. 
or adoption, As such, he or she is 
entitled to a personal exemption of 
I $2,000 
A credit of $4<H) is allowed for 
each dependent. A dependent is one 
under 18 years of age, or one who 
is physically or mentally defective 
aud incapable of self-support. He 
need not live with nor be related to 
tin* taxpayer. 
If husband and wife contribute to 
the support of a dfjiendent, tile $400 
credit may be taken by the one con­ 
tributing the chief support, and it 
may not be divided between them. 
Likewise, if two members of a f am­ 
ily contribute to tile support of a 
dependent, the one who contributes 
more than one-half of tile support 
may claim Hie credit. 
Both the personal exemption and 
the credit for dependents m ust be 
pro-rated when the status of the 
taxpayer changed during the year.

Note: A son of Johan Jacob K iutz- 
miller, soldier of the Revolution, 
and his wife, Elizabeth Kitzm iller.

Note: As you can see it was im ­ 
possible for us to decipher the first 
nam e of the person who lies buried 
under this stone. 
This being the 
case 
we have no idea of 
where or 
how- 
he or she should be 
placed on 
the family tree. 
This concludes the inscriptions 
from the marked graves of members 
of 
the 
Kitzmiller 
family 
whose 
graves are to be found in Christ 
Reformed cemetery. 
We know full well th a t our notes 
on this family are very inadequate, 
and thus far we have been unable 
to remedy m atters. 
Tile nam e is 
rather well known in the early his­ 
tory of the county, due to the 
prom inanee it attained when young 
Dudley Digges was killed in 1752. 
In tile following ixuagruphs we will 
give two versions of this incident. 
Tile first was taken from the 
H is­ 
tory of 
Adams and Cumberland 
Counties” published in 1886 
“Digges' Choice dates Irnck 
to 
October 14, 1727, when a grant of 
IO,(Mio acres was made to John 
Digges, On the advice of an Indian 
chief named ‘Tom,’ he located this 
grant in what is now Conowago and 
G erm any Townships, this county, 
and Heidelberg Township in York 
County. 
A survey was made in 
April, 1732, when 6.822 acres were 
laid off, a jwdcnt for which was 
issued May 25, 1738 
In August, 
1745, a resurvey was made, and 
3,679 aer.es added to the former su r­ 
vey. 
This tract was four miles 
north of Hie temporary line between 
Pennsylvania aud Maryland, su r­ 
veyed in 1732. Tile subsequent dis­ 
agreements led to the m urder of 
Dudley Digges by Jacob Kitzm iller 
in February, 1752.” 


O ur other account of this inci­ 
dent was taken from the files of 
the old Compiler. 
“Under a grant from the Proprie­ 
tor of M aryland, John D i g g e s 
claimed title to a large tract of land 
north of what is known as the 
Mason 
and 
Dixon 
Line, in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
Hanover. 
This 
g ran t embraced some 6,822 acres. 
“Pennsylvania squatters and set­ 
tlers denied the validity of “Digges’ 
title. 
About the year 
1732, one 
Thom as Cressap, a hot-headed, bold 
and reckless M arylander, m ade his 
appearance 
on 
the 
ground 
and 
forcibly dispossessed the Pennsyl­ 
vania settlers. 
On November 24, 
1736, this individual was appre­ 
hended by the sheriff of L ancaster 
County, and com m itted to prison on 
the w arrant of two provincial Judges. 
“In 1937 one M artin Kitzm iller 
cam e into possession of a tract one 
hundred acres of land, embraced 
in Digges’ claim, and located be­ 
tween Hanover and Littlestown, by 
purchase from John Lemmon. 
In 
1937 Kitzm iller built a house and 
mill on this tract. 
“Affairs between the settlers and 
the agents of John Digges grew 
steadily worse until tile clim ax came 
in the affray of February 26, 1752, a t 
w’hich time, it is claimed, young 
Dudley Digges was killed by M artin 
Kitzmiller. 
“Tile Kitzm illers were taken into 
custody and tried a t York on Octo­ 
ber 30, 1752. 
They were acquitted.” 
As you will notice one account 
claim s 
th a t 
Dudley 
Digges 
was 
killed by M artin Kitzm iller and tile 
other states th a t Jacob Kitzm iller 
was the guilty person. 
We are 
ra th e r inclined to believe th a t Jacob 
Kitzm iller was the actual m urderer, 
In 1752 he, Jacob Kitzm iller, would 
have been Just twenty-one years old, 
a rath er hot-headed age, and con­ 
sequently more inclined to action of 
til at type. 
Unless John George and 
Johan Jacob K itz m ille r were the 
sons of a M artin Kitzm iller, tile only 
other M artin Kitzm iller of whom we 
have any knowledge would be the 
son of Johan Jacob Kitzmiller, and 
he would have been very young at 
th a t time, far too youthful to have 
killed a man. 
We ask th a t you take the data 
given above for w hat it is worth. It 
has been practically impossible to 
verify the facts as we have given 
them , because there are so few 
actual facts on which to base con­ 
clusions.

When President Roosevelt signs a
